SUBJECT -Restructuring of Command Area Development Organisation 


The Reorganisation of Command Area Development ( C. A. D.) set-up was under active 
consideration of the Government for some timepast. 

2. After careful consideration and keeping the guidelines ofMinistry ofWater Resources , 
Government of India , in view , and in consultation with Finance Department, Government have 
been pleased to reorganise the existing Command Area Development Organisation of the 
DepartmentofWater Resources (C. A. D.) in the following manner. 


3. The Headquarters LevelMonitoring Cell (Directorate of C. A. D.) shallmerge with 
Water Resources (C.A. D.) Department to form a composite Department. The Directorate , 
C.A.D. shall function as a Monitoring Wing of the composite Department ofWater Resources 
(C. A. D.) with the following posts: 


(i) JointDirector (Engineering) 
(ii) Deputy Director (Monitoring ) 
( iii) Junior Agriculture Officer 
( iv ) Senior Stenographer 
(v ) Jeep Driver 
( vi) Peon

4.On reorganisation , the existing 6 ( Six ) Nos . ofCommand Area Development Authorities 
(C.A. D.As.) located at Sambalpur, Bhadrak , Cuttack , Puri, Berhampur and Malkangiri shall 
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be reduced to 4 (four) to be located at Sambalpur, Cuttack , Berhampur and Jeypore . On 
abolition of two C. A. D. As.,the following arrangementwill be made : 


( a ) Office of the Project Director, C.A.D.A., Puriwill be shifted along with its staff to 

newly created Project Director, C.A.D.A. at Jeypore . 


(b ) The staff of the abolished Project Director, C.A. D. A., Bhadrak will be adjusted 

against vacancies in C.A.D.As. of Cuttack , Sambalpur and Berhampur. 


(c) The staff of C. A. D. A., Malkangiri will be adjusted in C. A. D. A., Jeypore . 


5. In lieu of existing 7 (seven ) C . A. D. Divisions , 27 ( twenty -seven ) C. A.D. Subdivisions 
and 59 ( fifty -nine) C . A. D. Sections , there shall be 6 (six ) C. A. D. Divisions , 21 (twenty -one ) 
C. A. D. Subdivisions and 50 ( fifty ) C. A. D. Sections, respectively to be continued in C. A. D. 
Organisation . The final Reorganised structure shall be as follows :

7. (a ) The office of the Deputy Director ofAgriculture (Soil and Water Management) will 
be reduced from 4 (four) to 3 ( three ) number and will function at Sambalpur, Bhubaneswar 
and Jeypore . 

(b ) The office of the Deputy Director ofAgriculture ( Soil andWater Management), Cuttack 
under Plan Scheme will be wound up and its sanctioned strength shall bemerged with that of 
the Deputy Director ofAgriculture (Soil and Water Management), Bhubaneswarunder Non 
Plan Scheme. 


( c) The posts and staff ofDeputy Director ofAgriculture (Soil and Water Management), 
Bhadrak in toto shall be shifted to thenewly created office of the Deputy Director of Agriculture 
( Soil and Water Management), Jeypore. 
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8. On Reorganisation , 193 identified surplus staff of different categories shall be adjusted 
on redeploymentin other establishments under the Department of Water Resources according 
to necessity or through A. R. Cell of the GeneralAdministration Department. 

9. After merger of C. A. D. Directorate with the Department of Water Resources 
(C. A. D.), a composite Departmentwill be formed and its existing staff and posts numbering 
to 6 ( Six ) would be borne in Plan Budget of the Department ofWater Resources (C. A. D. ) 
and the expenditure on account of their establishment will be charged to Demand 
No. 20–2705 – C.A.D.- C.S.P. State Sector - 001 - Ayacut- Development- Establishment of 
C. A.D. at the Staff Level SecretariatAdministration - Secretariat Organisation .
